THE CITY OF HARBIN.

Mr. Miller, the United States Consul at 
Newehwang, in_a recent roport describes the 
work done by the Russians-at Harbin, which, 
he cays, is one of tho ‘greatest ach‘evemonts iu 
\city construction that the world has ever wit- 
nessed, In such towns us Vindixostock, Daly, 
and Port Arthur Russia has, he says, demons- 
trated her power and purpose on tho Puaeific, 
pnt in tho constrnotion of the wonderful city of 
‘Harbin she is displaying ov altogethor different, 
typo of activity. “It is in this city mora than 
in all the others combined that Russia is assevt- 
ing hor intentions of becoming an active indus- 
triul force in the affairs of the Orient, and her 
people are already giving the place the title of 
the Moscow’ of Koda" At present it consists 
of the old town, three miles from. the central 
depit;: Prestin, or the river town, the 
prevent commercial centre; and the ud- 
yoinistrative town, in elose proximity to the 
railway station, If is as distinctly a Russiau 
city as though it were in the heart. of 
Ruasia, and none but Russinns and Chineso are 
perwitted to own lund, conrtruet buildings, or 
engage in any permanent enterprise. The land 
for many miles round has been secnred Ko as to 
rnake it impossible for any foreign influence to 
secure a foothold close to the, city, and foreig- 
ners are not recognised as having any rights 
whatever, bat are permitted there on sufferance. 
In 1900 the place began ‘to assume importance 
as a centre of railway managoment. 
The railway and administration employees, 
including ‘their families.. form 11,400 of 
the population. The Chinese population 
is ahout ‘ 40,000 placed in a special . sottle- 
ment, The total administrative expenditure on 
the city has heen ubout three millions sterling. 
From Harbin to the Amou~, during the navi- 
gation souson, which begins in Apr) and ends 
November 1, good-sized river steamors run 
daily, In October, 1903, the regular number of 
trains despatched for throagh traffic was 30 per 
day, besides local, trains to Prestin. Hurbin
